SIX members involved in a nationwide 
drugs conspiracy have been sent to prison 
for a total of 66 years. 

The ‘Boss’ Adil Khan, of Woodford Green, 
was himself given a 19-year sentence for his 
part at the centre of the Luton-based con¬ 
spiracy. 

He drove a series of expensive cars, includ¬ 
ing a Maserati and Rolls Royce despite hav¬ 
ing no obvious means of income and no 
traceable bank accounts or credit cards. 

Bedfordshire Police monitored the con¬ 
spirators’ activities between October 2009 
and July 2010. 

The first arrests were made in January 2010, 
when a man and three women were arrested in 
Reading in possession of about 3kg of heroin, 
with a street value of £150,000. 

More arrests were made in March 2010 in 
Birmingham, where two men were arrested 
in possession of heroin worth £400,000, fol¬ 
lowed by a seizure of £50,000 of heroin in 
transit on the Ml - which is known to have 
come from a flat in Luton. 

At the end of March 2010, police raided

Hospital worker to appear in court over sex assaults 


A HEALTHCARE assistant has been charged 
with sexually assaulting 14 male patients at 
Luton & Dunstable Hospital’s Stroke Unit. 

Ameet Mohabeer, 28, of Butely Road, Luton, 
appeared at Luton Magistrates’ Court on 
Thursday in relation to 13 charges of sexual 
assault on a male contrary to the Sexual 
Offences Amendment Act 2003, and four 
charges of causing a man to engage in a pene¬ 
trative sexual activity contrary to the Sexual 
Offences Act 2003. 

Mr Mohabeer was bailed with conditions to 
appear at Luton Crown Court on October 3 
when he will be asked to enter a plea. 

The charges relate to incidents which occurred 
while he was on duty at ward 17 at the L&D. 

Luton on Sunday broke a national exclusive 
in March when we reported that an L&D staff 
member had the previous month been arrest¬ 
ed over allegations of serious sexual offences 
against patients recovering from strokes.

‘Lives at risk’ fear over 
bid for trauma centre

PATIENTS who need treatment 
for very serious and life threaten¬ 
ing injuries will need to be driven 
up to 40 miles to receive it under 
new plans. 

At the moment people with 
major trauma - the name given to 
severe injuries, such as those that 
could be received in a car 
accident, - are taken to their 
nearest hospital’s emergency 
department. In Luton’s case this is 
Luton & Dunstable Hospital. 

But because such injuries, which 
are the leading cause of death for 
people aged under 40 in the UK, 
are rare and staff only see around 
one patient every week on 
average, health bosses announced 
on Wednesday that they have 
agreed to establish an East of 
England regional Major Trauma 
Centre at Addenbrooke’s Hospital 
in Cambridge. 

Katherine Murphy, chief 
executive of the Patients’ 
Association, said: “It is absolutely 
vital that patients can reach acci¬ 
dent and emergency quickly, 
especially if they have suffered 
serious trauma and every second 
counts. 


“We are very concerned that 
forcing patients to travel further 
to find an accident and 
emergency department may put 
patients’ lives at risk. 

“We have been hearing for 
months that other hospital 
services are being cut and despite 
Government promises to the 
contrary, patients tell us that it is 
compromising patient care. 

“The same cannot be allowed to 
happen to accident and 
emergency services where time 
and distance are such important 
considerations. 

“Trusts must ensure that all 
patients are in easy reach of a 
accident and emergency unit and 
not to allow budgetary pressures 
to put patient safety at risk.” 

Dr Robert Winter, chairman of 
the East of England Major Trauma 
Network, said: “Providing expert 
trauma care in every emergency 
department is incredibly difficult. 

“In the East of England major 
trauma cases account for only 
around one per cent of all the 
work emergency departments do. 

“There is a wealth of interna¬ 
tional research showing that more 
patients will get better outcomes 
if dedicated centres, with a wide 
range of specialties on one site, 
are available. 

“As most hospital emergency 


departments in the region only 
ever see a handful of cases each 
year, it is simply not possible to 
have all the necessary skills 
available all the time, just in case. 

“We believe that by establishing 
new ways to deal with major 
trauma cases we can save 
significantly more lives each 
year.” 

A series of national reviews led 
in 2010 to a requirement that 
every Strategic Health Authority 
region in England should have a 
dedicated Major Trauma Centre 
in place by the end of 2011 /12. 

An L&D spokesman said: 
“Many people seem preoccupied 
by the prospect of cuts in NHS 
services but we need to make it 
quite clear that the L&D is pas¬ 
sionate about providing the best 
possible patient care, applying 
the best clinical expertise and 
using the best technology avail¬ 
able. 

“We are currently investing a 
further £3 million in redesigning 
our Emergency Department and 
see no prospect whatsoever of a 
reduction in the emergency 
services that we provide here. 

“This is a good example of how 
we are investing money to 
improve access to high quality 
specialist services for patients in 
austere times.”

Lengthy prison terms handed to Class A drugs gang

that flat in Farley Hill and found a drug-pressing 
factory with 2kg of heroin, a mechanical press, 
various white powders used to dilute purity of 
heroin ready for sale on the street, packaging 
materials and scales. 

Khan, 28, pleaded guilty to four counts of 
conspiracy to supply heroin and cocaine at an 
earlier hearing at Luton Crown Court. On 
Thursday he was caged for 19 years. 

Those others jailed for conspiracy to supply 
class A drugs were: 

■ Mohammed Ayub, 21, of Bishopscote Road, 
Luton - ten years and six months (found guilty 
by a jury) 

■ Kamran Bashir, 29, of Claremont Road, 
Luton - eight years and six months (found guilty 
by a jury) 


■ Mohammed Sohil, 21, of Durbar Road, Luton 
- seven years (pleaded guilty) 

■ Rizwan Khushal, 31, of Shaftesbury Road, 
Luton - eight years and six months (pleaded 
guilty) 

■ Mohammed Tribak, 24, of Poplar, London - 
13 years (pleaded guilty). 

In May, Mohammed Hoque, 21, of London, was 
arrested in a taxi with £17,000 in cash - 
apparently the result of a drug deal in 
Cambridgeshire which he had just done on 
behalf of Khan. 

Finally, after the evidence and intelligence had 
pointed to Khan being involved in all of the 
above incidents, Bedfordshire Police mounted a 
series of simultaneous raids in July 2010 to arrest 
Khan and his other Luton associates who had 
not already been brought into custody. Khan 


was living a lavish lifestyle in an exclusive flat 
and paying cash for luxury goods like Gucci 
shoes. 

A major police operation has now seen 13 
people convicted in separate court proceedings 
in Luton, London, Reading, Birmingham and St 
Albans. 

Bedfordshire Police Detective Inspector Jon 
Gilbert said: “Khan and Tribak were getting the 
benefit of the huge amounts of cash generated 
by dealing the drugs. Khan in particular thought 
he had taken adequate precautions to evade 
detection by getting everyone else to do his dirty 
work for him. 

“We never saw him handle drugs, and he 
seems to have directed all his transactions - 
even for paying rent on his smart flat - either in 
cash or via other people’s bank accounts.”

EDL leader is banned 
from protest activity

THE leader of the English Defence 
League has been banned from organis¬ 
ing or taking part in any of the group's 
protests as part of bail conditions. 

Stephen Lennon, of Layham Drive, 
Luton, pleaded not guilty to a public 
order offence, which is alleged to have 
happened at an EDL rally in Luton town 
centre on May 26 against Euro MEP 
Richard Howitt. 

At Luton Magistrates’ Court on 
Wednesday, the 26-year-old was granted 
conditional bail to reappear before mag¬ 
istrates on October 31 for a trial. 

As part of his conditions he must tell 
Luton police, within three days, if he is to 
move addresses. 

He must also not knowingly organise, 
travel to, or participate in any march, 
demonstration, protest or similar within 
ten miles of Luton. 

In addition he must not send any arti¬ 



cle, letter, fax or email that seeks to pro¬ 
mote or publicise any match, demon¬ 
stration or protest in the open air within 
ten miles of Luton. 


At a hearing at Blackburn Magistrates’ 
Court on June 24 in relation to an assault, 
he has been granted the same bail condi¬ 
tions, which also ban him from the 
above but which occur more than ten 
miles from the centre of Luton. 

He was also ordered by Blackburn mag¬ 
istrates to report to Luton Police station 
every Saturday between midday and 
2pm, but he was unable to do so yester¬ 
day as he was on holiday. 

If he breaks any of his bail conditions 
he can be imprisoned. 

Mr Lennon, also known as Tommy 
Robinson, said: “It is pathetic. 

“We have taken a stance that we will be 
peaceful, if not we would have been a 
rioting mob. 

“We are an organised peaceful protest 
movement. 

“These conditions mean I can’t be 
leader of the EDL. They obviously want 
to get rid of me. 

“This is about who I am, not what I am 
accused of doing.” 

He is due to stand trial at Preston 
Magistrates’ Court for the assault charge 
on September 29.

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Town hit by school closures 
as teachers march on strike

AROUND 400 teachers marched thro¬ 
ugh Luton town centre as part of 
Thursday’s national strike action. 

The joint protest, staged by staff mem¬ 
bers from schools in Luton and 
Dunstable, began at the top of Market 
Hill at midday, with the procession end¬ 
ing at Wardown Park. 

The strike was in response to 
Government plans which would see 
teachers working for longer, paying more 
into their pensions but not getting as 
much back. 

Sarah Anderson, secretary of Central 
Bedfordshire’s National Union of 
Teachers division, said: “There was a fan¬ 
tastic atmosphere. The people of Luton 
were sympathetic to what the strikers 
were saying. 

“I want to stress that teachers do not 


want to be forced into striking. It is a 
measure of last resort for teachers. We 
want to be in our classrooms doing the 
job we do best and the job we love. 

“We had no option but to take that 
action. The Government has made it 
quite clear it is not prepared to move on 
any of these particular points. 

“We are sorry to the inconvenience 
caused to parents and we do sympathise 
with them but we would ask them for 
their support as we have major, grave 
concerns about the future of our chil¬ 
dren’s education and being able to attract 
young graduates into the profession.” 

Central Bedfordshire Council, which 
covers Dunstable and the surrounding 
villages, does not know how many of its 
schools were affected by the strikes. 

It gave schools the option to release infor¬ 
mation on the State of Schools section on 
its website, but only ten had opted to say 
that they had closed on Thursday. 


That was in stark contrast with neigh¬ 
bouring authority Luton Borough 
Council, which published a definitive list 
of the 19 full closures within the town. 

A Central Beds spokesman said: “We 
gave schools the option to publish their 
closures on the website themselves. As it 
was not a council decision to close the 
schools, it was not for us to make a list. 
Before Thursday’s strike, we were aware 
of about 30 schools that closed.” 

The full closures in Luton were at 
Beechill Primary, Dallow Primary, 
Foxdell Infants, Hillborough Junior, 
Icknield Primary, Leagrave Primary 
School, Ramridge Primary, Richmond 
Hill, Someries Junior, St Joseph’s Infants, 
St Joseph’s Juniors, St Margaret of 
Scotland Primary, Tennyson Road 
Primary, The Meads Primary, Warden Hill 
Junior, Waulud Primary, Whitefield 
Primary, William Austin Infant and 
Junior and Woodlands Secondary.

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Police reach a dead end over 
kids’ project computer thefts

TENS of thousands of pounds 
worth of equipment was stolen 
from a children's project - but 
police are not investigating as 
there are ‘no further lines of 
inquiry’. 

On June 20, a teacher entered the 
classroom at Hatters Study Centre, 
in Ely Way, Luton, to discover that 
15 Macbook Pros, five flip video 
cameras and other items were 
missing, valued at in excess of 
£ 20 , 000 . 

Former Luton Town employee 
Tony McCool, who worked as an 
under-12s coach at the club, 
launched a drawing competition 
project for children that uses digi¬ 
tal media run out of the centre in 
conjunction with Active Luton and 
Luton Airport. 

Mr McCool, who is now with 
Premier League outfit Queens Park 


Rangers, said he had worked hard 
to get the project going, aimed at 
improving Luton’s image, with the 
competition winners’ efforts going 
on display at the airport. 

He said: “The police would not 
even come out to the scene 
because the keys had been used 
when they were stolen. 

“They immediately said there 
were no lines of inquiry. 

“I find that just appalling, no-one 
can convince me that is justifiable. 
If my neighbour’s door is open and 
I go in and steal their TV that is 
theft, so this must be too. 

“What makes it more upsetting 
for me is that the children were 
meant to start on Wednesday but 
we didn’t have the right equip¬ 
ment, though we managed to get 
some loaned from a company in 
Manchester.” 

Luton Town director Stephen 
Browne said: “We are very disap¬ 
pointed that the theft affects the 
educational programmes we run 
with our partner Active Luton. 


“This directly affects the youth 
of Luton - all of whom come to us 
to support their school studies. 

“The club is liaising closely with 
Bedfordshire Police. 

Anyone with any information 
should contact Bedfordshire 
Police, or the club, and the infor¬ 
mation provided will be treated in 
the utmost confidence.” 

A police spokeswoman said: 
“No further lines of inquiry does 
not mean a crime is ignored. 

“Many crimes receive an auto¬ 
matic police response to establish 
what evidence is available. Initial 
inquiries will be carried out to 
determine if there are any wit¬ 
nesses, forensic evidence or 
CCTY 

“Once the initial officer has 
completed all available lines of 
inquiry and there are no further 
possible lines of inquiry the crime 
report is filed. 

“The crime report is kept on file 
and re-investigated if new evi¬ 
dence comes to light.”

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Homophobia put in 
schools’ target zone

A SURVEY by a teachers’ union 
reveals that more than 94 per 
cent of teachers in secondary 
schools have seen or heard a 
homophobic incident. 

The figures show 29 per cent of 
staff in Luton schools have been 
on the receiving end of homopho¬ 
bic abuse themselves and more 
than three-quarters of teachers 
believe homophobia is a serious 
issue demanding attention. 

The survey was collated after a 
questionnaire was sent out to all 
National Union of Teachers mem¬ 
bers of all of the town’s secondary 
schools in the spring. 

NUT equalities officer Tony 
Fenwick said: “The findings of this 
survey are truly awful, but alas not 
that shocking, as they are more or 
less the same as the findings in 
other parts of the country. 

“They show that homophobia is 
the elephant in the room. 


Everybody can see it but they 
choose to tiptoe around it. 

“In a town that prides itself on its 
cultural and racial diversity, how¬ 
ever, the figures are particularly 
alarming. 

“I have lived here for 17 years 
and always thought it an open and 
welcoming place for lesbians, gays 
and everyone else. But in our 
schools, the reality appears to be 
different. 

“The ubiquitous use of the word 
‘gay’ to mean ‘bad’ or ‘of inferior 
quality’ too often goes unchal¬ 
lenged, and if it remains unchal¬ 
lenged pupils will think that it’s 
acceptable.” 

NUT president Nina Franklin 
said: “During my presidential year 
I am committed to supporting the 
work that is done to protect our 
young people and their teachers 
from homophobic bullying, and 
to trying to ensure that we can 
empower everyone to challenge 
and eradicate this prejudice from 
our schools.” 


The findings of the Luton 
Prevalence of Homophobia sur¬ 
vey will be available to view in 
detail and discussed at Luton 
Central Library in St George’s 
Square on Wednesday. 

Martin Pratt, Luton Borough 
Council’s director of children and 
learning, said: “In Luton we 
recognise that homophobia is an 
issue which should be actively 
addressed and therefore we wel¬ 
come this survey as a way of 
advancing our understanding of 
the current situation and 
prompting us to take action to 
improve things in the future. 

“As with all forms of discrimina¬ 
tion homophobia is unaccept¬ 
able in our schools and should be 
challenged.” 

A council spokesman added: 
“The survey results for Luton are 
very similar to the other cities 
and towns that the NUT has sur¬ 
veyed, which shows that this is a 
national problem and not 
specific to Luton.” 


Not guilty plea entered on harassment rap

Spare animals suffering 

SIR - Animal Aid has launched a new 
high-profile campaign, aimed at 
persuading medical research chari¬ 
ties to stop funding animal experi¬ 
ments. 

Our report, Victims of Charity, 
describes how charity-funded med¬ 
ical researchers have deliberately 
damaged monkeys’ brains with toxic 
chemicals, systematically destroyed 
dogs’ hearts, tormented mice in 


water mazes and injected them with 
cancerous tissue. 

Our investigators - led by a med¬ 
ical doctor and a veterinary surgeon 
- concluded that years of animal- 
based research into cancer, demen¬ 
tia, heart disease and Parkinson’s 
has not only caused immense ani¬ 
mal suffering but has also been a 
wasteful and futile quest that has 
failed to advance the cause of 
human medicine. 

Therefore, Animal Aid is urging 
people to donate only to the many 
medical charities that confine them¬ 
selves to funding non-animal meth¬ 
ods such as the use of donated 
human tissue, microdosing, com¬ 
puter modelling, imaging technolo¬ 
gies, clinical observation, autopsy 
studies and epidemiology.

Crying shame of LuDun 

SIR - Most people in this town will 
by now know that Central 
Bedfordshire Council and the ‘pup¬ 
pet’ trustees recently achieved their 
long-held ambition in closing the 
LuDun sheltered workshop and put¬ 
ting 23 disabled workers on the dole. 

Despite assurances that the 
trustees were only looking to dis¬ 
pose of some surplus equipment, 
auctioneers were pricing up the 
machinery long before the factory 
actually closed. 

Well, the public auction took place 
on June 7, just 13 days after the last 
worker left the premises. 

Everything from the office furni¬ 
ture to the building’s recently- 
installed heating system went under 
the hammer, raising a grand total of 
£32,291 (plus VAT less auction fees), 
a fraction of the equipment’s true 
worth as assets of a working factory. 

The fact that even the fixtures and 
fittings were sold makes me think 
that demolition of the building itself 
is imminent. Who is otherwise going 
to use a building without a heating 
system? 

The adjacent factory has already 
been flattened, so it would be very 
easy to push through onto the 
LuDun site and replace it all with 
housing. 

Bearing in mind that the GMB 
union is pressing for a legal review 
of the closure it is my belief that 
Central Bedfordshire Council is 
looking to obliterate every trace of 
this once-proud little factory as 
quickly as possible in case it is asked 
to re-open it. 

Amazing the haste in which these 
people can act when it is their own 
interests, isn’t it? 

LuDun was originally an inde¬ 
pendent charity. Then the council 
got involved and took over. 

Now look at it - disabled workers 
who will probably never work again, 
and employment opportunities 
denied for the less able in the future.

A PLAN to build thousands of 
homes will go ahead - but 
amendments will need to be 
made to it to make sure it can be 
approved by a Government 
inspector. 

At a meeting of Luton and South 
Bedfordshire Joint Committee 
last Friday options were put for¬ 
ward to either withdraw, defer or 
continue the Core Strategy, which 
sets out plans for housing, 
employment, roads, community 
facilities and schools for the next 
15 years. 

In May Inspector David Vickery 
called a meeting to discuss signif¬ 


icant concerns about the content 
of the plan, which the committee 
believes will be able to continue. 

In the meantime, there will be a 
number of changes to the strate¬ 
gy in light of comments made by 
the Planning Inspector, to make it 
clearer, details of which will be 
presented to the committee - 
which is made up of Luton and 
Central Bedfordshire councillors 
- when it next meets on July 29. 

In addition, the two councils 
have pledged to work closely 
together in a bid to reassure the 
inspector they are committed to 
delivering the plan. 

A joint statement from the 
chairman of the Joint Committee, 
Luton Cllr Roy Davis, and vice- 


chairman Central Beds Cllr Nigel 
Young, said: “It has been agreed 
to continue with the Core 
Strategy. 

“We have responded positively 
to the suggestions of the Planning 
Inspector for improvements to 
our Core Strategy and we are 
grateful for the assistance that the 
Inspector has offered to date in 
ensuring we present the best pos¬ 
sible plan to help our local com¬ 
munities grow in a sustainable 
way. 

“Despite the challenges that 
remain, we are confident that 
goodwill on all sides will prevail, 
and that we will be allowed to 
provide the much needed jobs 
and housing for our area.” 


Consultations begin on planned new primary school 


PLANS have been put forward to 
build a new primary school in 
Luton. 

An application submitted to Luton 
Borough Council on June 13 
revealed that a new car park, 


external paved areas and 
landscaping works to the banks of 
the River Lea next to the site are 
also proposed for the Wardown 
Swimming Centre site in Bath 
Road. 


This is all to be built after the 
demolition of the leisure centre 
building. 

Consultations on this were sent 
out last week and the deadline for 
comments is July 13.

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Food safety team’s 


THE summer weather is finally here and that means 
barbecues galore. But for some it can turn into a 
nightmare if they do not prepare their food properly. 
Reporter SOPHIE SCOTT spoke to one of Luton 
Borough Council's food safety officers. 


OUTBREAKS of E.coli have been 
widely reported in the news in 
recent weeks, with people in 
Britain getting ill after eating 
suspect food in Europe. 

It is the job of one department 
of the council to deal with any¬ 
thing similar happening in the 
town. 

The team of food safety 
inspectors at the authority are 
there to make sure no food 
outlets fall behind in hygiene 
and if they do, take necessary 
steps to make sure it doesn’t 
happen again. 

But, because of the cultural 
diversity of the town, there is a 
higher proportion of diseases 
such as typhoid. 

Food safety officer Sara Hawkes 
explains how when people have 
lived in Asian countries they will 
most likely build up a tolerance 
to diseases such as typhoid. 

But when they move to the UK 
they, more often than not, do not 
get vaccinated against the 
disease. 

When they then go back their 
tolerance to typhoid has 
weakened and they are more 
susceptible to it. 

Mrs Hawkes said: “It is some¬ 
thing that we really want to make 
people aware of. 


“Luton is slightly different to 
the rest of the East of England 
because of that.” 

And the team is prepared for 
any potential incoming illnesses 
aboard planes landing at Luton 
Airport. 

Mr Hawkes added: “If needed, 
which they haven’t been yet, they 
have a plan in place to deal with 
such an event. 

In 2009 there were, on average, 
4.6 infectious diseases reported 
to the council each week but in 
the last week of August that year 
it peaked at 12. 

Mrs Hawkes said: “We turn up 
unannounced so the business 
doesn’t know we are coming. 

“We deal with infectious 
diseases such as food poisoning, 
travel related illnesses such as 
typhoid and general enquiries 
from the public. 

“We inspect anywhere that 
serves or sells food; that could be 


from your corner shop to schools, 
hospitals, takeaways, restaurants. 
Every time we do an inspection 
we look at three main things. 

“There are general hygiene 
conditions of the place, the 
structure of the premises and 
how clean the premises are. If 
there is flaking paint, damp, if 
there is bare brick. 

“All the surfaces have to be 
clean and washable so if there is 
bare brick they can’t be wiped 
clean. 

“We also look at how the busi¬ 
ness is managed. 

“Most of the time we don’t find 
any problems and if there are 
they can be resolved by giving 
advice. 

“But there are occasions when 
we do have to prosecute but that 
is usually in exceptional 
circumstances. 

“We sometimes get our best 
intelligence from the public. We 
are always out and about in the 
town. 

“We score businesses on a star 
rating from zero, which is the 
worst, to five, which is 
exceptional, and anywhere in 
between.”

Pensioners have the right 
to enjoy a pint, or more 


M Y dad liked a beer, by 
which I mean several 
beers. This appetite did 
not diminish after he retired, so, 
were he still alive, he would be 
fuming about the latest nanny- 
state proclamation. 

Health bureaucrats are warn¬ 
ing us that some people who 
are more than 65 years old are 
drinking too much. 

Worse still, according to 
nanny, they are mainly doing it 
at home, where no-one can see 
it and thereby control it. They 
are probably drinking it at 
home not from choice but 
because they can’t afford to go 
out any more. But back to the 
story. 

What is even more alarming, 
says nanny, is not only that they 
are drinking too much and 
drinking at home but they 
should not be drinking what is 
good for the rest of us because 
their blood is thinner and they 
are likely to be on pills.

Arrests after two victims injured in assault 


TWO people were arrested after 
a 29-year-old man was attacked 
and had his jaw broken. 

The 19-year-old man and 21-

The robber, who struck at 
around midday on June 25, is 
described as a white man wearing 
a blue hooded top and a bandana 
over part of his face.

AS part of national Recycle Week 
last week, Central Bedfordshire 
Council encouraged residents to 
recycle, whether at home, work or 
out and about. 

The current recycling rate for 
Central Bedfordshire stands 
at more than 50 
per cent 


but the council is aiming to raise this 
to 60 per cent by 2020. 

Cllr Brian Spurr, executive member 
for Sustainable Communities 
Services at Central Bedfordshire 
Council, said: “Residents in Central 
Bedfordshire are already doing a 
great job within their homes, it is 
also about transferring that 
mentality wherever we are, be it out 
on a picnic during the summer 
months, at work or travelling about. 
Don’t just put rubbish in the bin, 
think about what could be recycled 
or composted first. 

“We need people to ask themselves 
a few questions such as do you 
recycle from every room in your 
house, even the bathrooms? Does 
your place of work have recycling 
facilities? If so, do you use them 
and could you ask your 
employer to do more? Do you 
recycle when you are out and 
about, when you’re shopping 
and when you're on holiday? 
“By spending just a few 
extra seconds thinking 
about recycling, whether at 
home or away, we could 
reduce the amount of 
waste going to landfill 


further and increase our recycling 
rates even higher.” 

Here are some home and away 
recycling advice and tips. 

At home: Recycling bins are often 
found in the kitchen, but are rarely 
found in the bathroom despite this 
being where you’ll find lots of 
recyclable plastic bottles such as 
shower gel, shampoo and condit¬ 
ioner containers. 

These can all be recycled along 
with your paper, cardboard, cartons, 
plastic food packaging, tins, cans, 
foil and worn out textiles. Tip: When 
the bottle is almost empty, take off 
the lid and add a little water. This 
will make it go further and help 
rinse out the container ready for 
recycling. 

In the community: Visit one of 
more than 100 recycling banks 
across Central Bedfordshire to 
recycle your glass bottles and jars. 
You can also recycle textiles at a 
number of the banks. 

At work: Make use of any recycling 
schemes you have available to you 
such as recycling of paper, toner 
cartridges, mobile phones, plastic 
drinks cups and confidential waste. 

If you don’t have recycling 


schemes, why not ask your company 
if they could introduce them. Tip: 
What happens to all those tea bags, 
coffee grinds and fruit peelings in 
your office? If your place of work has 
an outside space, why not see if you 
can have a compost bin. You could 
have a caddy in the kitchen to collect 
all those organic items and turn 
them into compost. 

At school: More than 90 per cent of 
schools in Central Bedfordshire 
receive a recycling service from the 
council, so make the most of this 
and install a recycling point in each 
classroom. 

There are also many private sector 
companies which can offer used 
printer cartridge, old mobile phone 
or aluminium can recycling. 

If recycling is part of a school ethos 
then students are more likely to 
develop good environmental 
behaviours. Tip: Check out the 
school’s recycling guide. 

At the supermarket: Supermarkets 
are making great strides in helping 
their customers to recycle, from 
recycling carrier bags, coat hangers, 
mobile phones, batteries, glass and 
textile banks with some supermarket 
cafes now recycling their food waste.

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Griffin sign a reminder 
of Vauxhall’s presence 


THE VAUXHALL van factory 
building now has a brand new 
Griffin sign. 

The firm, which had been in 
crisis over the past couple of years 
as a result of GM’s financial 
problems, celebrated the decision 
in March to construct the new 
Vivaro van at Luton’s Kimpton 
Road plant. 

The Griffin emblem, put up two 
weeks ago in place of the old GM 
sign, now sits prominently on the 
building, ‘reminding visitors of 
Vauxhall’s presence and long¬ 
standing heritage in Luton’. 

The following day a ‘Home of the 
Vauxhall Vivaro’ sign went up. 

The decision to build the new 
Vivaro from the end of 2013 
quashed fears the existing contract 
between Vauxhall and French 
counterpart Renault, which had 
been due to run out in 2013, to use 
the site could spell doom for 1,100 
factory worker jobs there. 

Plant director Mark Stein said: 
“Recent developments here in 
Luton prove that dedication and 
focus on the job in hand find 
recognition on all levels - in the 



market, internally and also with 
the Government. 

“The new Griffin will remind 
everybody of Vauxhall’s long¬ 
standing manufacturing presence 
in Luton, building best of British 
commercial vehicles.” 

In January the Football 
Association has unveiled a new 
three-and-a-half year sponsorship 
deal with Vauxhall. 

The agreement runs from 


January 1, 2011, to July 31, 2014, 
covering the time period of Euro 
2012 in Poland-Ukraine and the 
2014 World Cup in Brazil.

Kroca’s Killie move was 
on cards since first goal

ZDENEK Kroca’s departure to Kilmarnock 
came as no surprise to Luton Town manager 
Gary Brabin as he believes Scottish Premier 
League club had coveted the defender for a 
year. 

The Czech Republic centre back scored the 
only goal - his first for Luton - in a pre-season 
friendly between the two clubs at Kenilworth 
Road last summer while on trial at the 
Conference club. 

He signed on a one-year deal soon after and 
then scored on his competitive debut in the a 
2-1 win over Altrincham. His 55 appearances 
and seven goals last term convinced new 
Killie boss Kenny Shiels to swoop for the out- 
of-contract 30-year-old and pin him down to 
a two-year deal this week. 

Brabin said: “It wasn’t a surprise to me. I 
think they [Kilmarnock] had kept an eye on 
him since he scored against them. We tried our 
best to keep him but I don’t think he settled 
and then he was offered a deal that he couldn’t 
refuse. He did well last season, he’s a fantastic 
footballer and I wish him all the best.” 

Brabin admitted that part of the reason for 
signing former Northampton Town defender 
Dean Beckwith last month was in case he 
couldn’t persuade Kroca to extend his stay. 

“We got Dean because we thought there 
was every chance we might lose Kroca,” said 
the manager. “We’ve also got Shane Blackett 
who was disappointed with the way last sea¬ 
son went and I’m sure he’s looking forward to 
this year.” 

Kroca praised the Hatters for helping him 
adjust to the British game. 

“My time at Luton will help me as I don’t 


think there’s too much difference between 
English football and Scottish football,” he 
said. 

But a move away from Bedfordshire looked 
likely for the Czech as he admitted there was 
interest in him from League One outfits in 
England as well as from the top flight north of 
the border. 

“There were a couple of clubs interested in 
me. They were League One clubs, maybe 


Championship, but more from League One. 
But this is the Premier League and it’s the 
highest level in Scotland, so I decided to 
come here. There were pluses and minuses 
but I decided on Kilmarnock.” 

He added: “Everyone in the Czech Republic 
knows Rangers and Celtic but there are teams 
outside those two who are hungry for success 
and I think Kilmarnock is one of those 
teams.” 



Emily sets British record 

GOLF 

LUTON minigolfer Emily Gottfried set a new British 
women’s record and an all-time personal best as she 
and husband Richard [pictured above] won their third 
caps for the Great Britain Minigolf Sport team at the 
World Minigolf Sport Federation Nations Cup in 
Stockholm, Sweden last month. 

Emily, a WMF World Adventure Golf Masters 
women’s champion, shot a round of 24[-12] on the 
Eternite-type miniature golf course to set the record 
on the playing surface, three years after the pair first 
played in GB colours at the WMF Nations Cup in 
Tampere, Finland. 

She said: “The Nations Cup was a great experience 
for me. I feel that I learned a great deal which really 
improved my game. My round of 24 was the 
undoubted highlight. To score 12-under par on such a 
tough course was a real achievement for me. My 
Great Britain team-mates were excellent players, who 
all put in their best performance in the tournament.” 

The WMF Nations Cup was the second of three 
international tournaments the Gottfried’s will be 
competing in during the 2011 season, following May’s 
WMF World Adventure Golf Masters in Hastings, East 
Sussex, where Emily claimed her world crown. They 
will also be competing at the Castle Golf World Crazy 
Golf Championships in Hastings, East Sussex, at the 
two-day tournament at the end of October. Richard, a 
team captain in Sweden, has been a finalist in the 
Castle Golf World Crazy Golf Championship for the 
last three years running.

‘WE can't wait forever” - that was the 
message from Gary Brabin about 
remaining out-of-contract Luton Town 
stars Ed Asafu-Adjaye and Freddie 
Murray who are yet to pen new deals.

Brabin unsure of what the hold up is. 

On Friday he said: Tve spoken to all the 
out of contract players and it is a matter of 
waiting for them to make a decision and 
put pen to paper, but at the same time 
they all knew we can’t wait forever. 

“They haven’t signed yet and something 
seems to be holding them back.” 

With key players gone from defence, 
midfield and the forward line after Jason 
Walker’s switch to York City, Brabin said 
he is actively searching for new players. 

Reports out of Grimsby yesterday 
confirmed that Luton have made 
enquiries about Mariners marksman Alan 
Connell - who scored 29 goals last term - 
but Brabin said they are yet to make any 


offers. 


“We haven’t signed anyone 
yet - we’ve made enquiries 
but it’s a waiting game,” 
he said.
